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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . 35 U.S.C. 1 01 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The geometric figure itself is not considered as 
a useful process in order to have any functional utilities. The "Cool Wave" as claimed is 
considered as an abstract design figure; thus, it is not statutory. Furthermore, the 
Computer Graphics Processing as claimed is not statutory per se. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification lacks any details as to how the "Cool Wave" would be 
generated. Also, the specification lacks any details of the functionality of a Computer 
Graphics Processing to enable one skilled in the art to make and for use the invention. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph. i 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

5. Claims 1-8 are vague, indefinite, and confusing. The claims should not be 
written as Class or Subclass. The applicant should not claim the invention is under the 
class, and the Subclass does not protect anything. The language of the claims should 
be concise and correspond to the specification.
